'London, March 20.— Public interest 
continues to be largely absorbed in the 
extraordinary developments following 
the suicide of a man named George 
Croseman. On the night of March 23rd, 
Grossman, who was living in the re- 
spectable suburbs of Kensalriz, killed 
himself to avoid arrest by the police, 
whose suspicions had been aroused re- 
garding the contents of a trunk which 
Grossman was sending away from his 
house. 

On opening the trunk the body of a 
woman was found encased in cement. 
An investigation proved rbat ehe was 
murUered about six mouths ago ami 
that she was one of Crossmun's eight 
wives. Five of bis wives were traced 
and found alive, and one is dead anil 
two arc missing. The identity of the 
body found in the cement cannot vet 
bo asci-i taineil on account of decompo- 
sition and injury to the skull, which 
hail been split by an axe or some other 
Uiitru'ineut. The police believe it pos- 
sible that the investigation may prove 
that 'Grossman adopted a similar me- 
thod in ridding himself of other super- 
fluous wives, of which it is suspected 
'bo .nay have had several who hnvo 
not yet been traced. 

Though only about thirty years old, 
Grossman's career rivals tnat of tin; 
most famous criminals. L inter various 
aliases 'he led a double, and oven a 
triple, married life, posing successfully 
aeecriLuiig to the fancy of the moment, 
as mi engineer, compositor or wigmaker 
or bookmaker. 

•His chief means of support, however, 
appeared to have been deriveu' lrotn his 
ni\«.'>, several ot wnoin ue secured 
lurough advertisements, llis UeiglnUors 
alwais regarded Uross-mau as a respect- 
able man who bat a quiet and uniuter- 
esluig life.

IW-ES11ERN CANADIAN PROGRESS 

It is not improbable that oven hero 
in British Columbia the wonderful prog- 
ress being made ill the Northwest Ter- 
ritories may not be fully realized. Some 
interesting facts in illustration of the re- 
markable progress made during the past 
quarter of a century in Manitoba and 
the Territories were given recently by 
Sir. .lames M. Macoun, the Assistant 
Dominion Naturalist, in an nd<l<*ess at 
Ottawa. In Manitoba ami the Terri- 
tories there are now seventy limes flS 
much grain grown as twenty live years 
ago, the production o£ wheat having 
creased from iess than one mi'. ' m bush- 
els in 1SS1, to more than seven. v mil- 
lion bushels in 1002— a period uf <u> : .v 
iwenty-one years. Mr. Macoun antic:- 
pates that in twenty-five year- frnu 
now there will he at least ten 'hies ns 
much an now. The district o£ A'ha- 
Ibuska is not likely to increase its pro- 
duction of grain so rapidly as ilu> mor" 
southerly territories. Though i: is trav- 
ersed in a general northeasterly direction 
itlirough nearly its entire length by the 
(Peace river, the character oi tie' coun- 
try will make the development of trans- 
portation facilities by railway didicr.it 
Bind costly. The river gullies are ol 
enormous depth below the general level 
of the country, the depth increasing as 
they approach Lake Athabaska, tiiat of. 
the Peace River being in places fully 
one thousand feet deep. Bu; the min- 
eral resources of the district arc such 
as -will certainly attract attention. 
Their development will follow and rail- 
way construction will not lag far bs- 
llind. For the Northwest genera., v Mi 
Olacoun presents a prospect of brilliant 
progress and confirms almost everything 
■that has been asserted of it. lie is a 
competent authority on the «ah ; ect, 
•since he lias traveled over ami explored 
the greater part of it. His reports on 
the Horn and fauna of the Peice liver 
region are most interesting oud instruc- 
tive and worthy of more general a'.teii 
tion than is usually accorded to docu- 
ments of that kind. 

. It is satisfactory to know that this 
promising region is likely to he settled 
and developed by a class uf settlers of 
the most desirable kind. There is a 
very considerable proportion of Eastern 
Canadians. From the United States 
are coming the well-to-do and most ener- 
getic of the agricultural communities in 
the Northwestern Stntes. From the 
United Kingdom the Territories are at- 
tracting large numbers of immigrant*— 
many of them farmers and farm labor- 
ers, the most desirable element. Already 
the emigration from Great Britain has 
commenced this season; over 1,1100 im- 
migrants landed last Monday. This 
influx of people, many of them with con- 



siderable means, mast stimulate 
mess in Western Canada and t*l 
have ben. tieial effect- in British I'. 
bin in many ways. Within a short 
they will become producers and Mr. 
icouu's forecast of the future of :h ■ 
Tileries bids fair to he fulfilled. 
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ers' pious aspirations 'have not, in. *.'. 
great measure, been realized? 

A few statistics of what has been 
done between 1S04 and 1001, are a re- 
markable record of effort unU attain- 
menr. That £700 Subscribed at that 
meeting in the London Tavern, has ex- 
panded into tlte sum of £14,000,000. 
Iu J804 it was proposed to translate 
Hio Scriptures into about .'!."> languages'. 
Now the .Society publishes them in 
about four hundred different tongues. 
In the number of copies printed Eng- 
lish, of course, comes first with 74,- 
000,000 during the century. German 
comes nest with 20,000,000; French 
with 14,000,000 and Ohlncse with 11,- 

000. 000. The Russian language fol- 
lows with 7,000,000, and Italian with 
5,000,000, while Spanish and Swedish 
R"> about equal with rather more tliiui 
!!, 000,000. Japanese is u long way he- 
hind with 082,000 copies. The smallest 
number of a translation is in Bugi, a 
language of the Malay Peninsula, with 
130 copies. The cost of some of these 
translations has been very great, the 
printing of the Chinese edition alone 
costing £10.000. 

Fitly, as it would seem, since the 
Bible Society was founded 1>y a hand- 
ful of Englishmen, the chief agency for 
the world-wide distribution of the .Scrip- 
tures ilins been Anglo-Saxon, although 
the example has been followed by citi- 
zens of European countries and at the 
meetings held this month in London 
messages of good wishes were received 
from the Bible Societies of Sweden, 
Prussia, Russia and Denmark, besides 
addresses from other countries. But 
now, as throughout its career, the So- 
ciety's chief support comes from Anglo- 
Saxon communities— those in the British 
Empire and the United Kt-ites-. That 
fact was brought out at tho recent 
meetings in London. The Upper Can- 
ada Bilde Society, through its delegate, 
Dr. Moyles, of Toronto, gave n sub- 
stantial ••birthday gift" to the parent 
society. Mr. Choate, the United Slates

Xestorday Superintendent Robinson or 
the 'Department of Education, received 
from the secretary of the Rhodes Scholar- 
ship Trustees In London, England, the fol- 
lowing Interesting mutter, which will be 
read with no little attention here, as live 
young British Columbians have announced 
themselves (is candidates for the sphuijj'il 
prize of successful effort. The condwHns 
of eligibility are not onerous or numerous. 
The Il-ltlsh Columbia committee have not 
yet. selected the place where the examina- 
tions w'll lie held, hut in nil probability 
It will he found that the candidates will 1)0 
invited to come to Victoria to write. 

The forms for the signature of the per- 
sons who shall superintend tho examina- 
tions testifying that everything has been 
carried out with honorable fairness are 
also in the hands of Superintendent Robln- 
Son. The names of the candidates who are 
definitely announced as entrants for these 
scholarships are as follows: 

Henry It. Bray, son of Mr. Marshall 
Bray, government agent, Naualmo, Now 
in his th'rd year at Toronto University. 

F. (1. T. Lmons, of Kaslo, B, C. A grad- 
uate of Toronto University. 

\V. A. Donaldson, son of Mr. Donaldson 
of the Board of School Trustees, Vancou- 
ver i lly, lias completed his second year 
at Vancouver College. 

Israel liublnowltz. Vancouver, now In 
his fourth year at McGill University, Mon- 
Ireai. 

E, K. Debeck, son of Mr. Dcbeck, Indian 
agent.

The following are the recommendations 
of tho Trustees to the Severn] coin mi tees: 

Hear. Sir. — 1 am sending you, under 
separate cover, copies of a memorandum 
which embodies the suggestions of the 
Trustees In regard to Hie selection of a 
llthniles scholar from your province for flic 
present year. The Trustees hope thai they 
may count upon the assistance of yourself

lit Is supposed that nearly a month will 
elupso between the date when the exam- 
ination is held and the time when the re- 
port of the examiners will be in tho bunds 
of the Committee of Selection. Should all 
the candidates have exemption from re- 
sponsions under the Colonial Statute, tho 
election may be 'proceeded with at once. 
It is hoped that local knowledge and the 
credentials submitted will make the work 
of selection In most eases easy. 

The Trustees wl'l he glad to receive any 
suggestion derived from the experience of 
Committees of Selection on this occasion 
as to methods by which the selection of 
scholars can be simplified In coming years. 
The present memorandum applies ouly to 
elections in 11)01. 

Meanwhile the Trustees feel that their 
greatest reliance In trying to carry out the 
ideas of Mr. Rhodes must be on the con- 
scientious exercise of their Judgment by 
tho Committees of Selection In sending to. 
them as scholars students of power and 
promise, and representative types of the 
manliness, culture and character of tho 
province from which they come.

•J. At the request of the Trustees, the 
University of Oxford has named for the

ed m scaled parcels to the chairman of the 
Committee of Selection. The parcel eon-, 
tulning the examination papers shall only | 
he opened by the supervising examiner at 
the time and place of examination. As the 
pape.-s contain the full text of all classical 
passages used in examination, no text 
IbooUs will be required by candidates. Ar- 
rangements will be made to supply station- 
ary to candidates at the place of examina- 
tion.

spirit, hut desire it to be understood that 
the tlnal decision must rest with the Com- 
mittee of Selection. 

7. To aid iu making n choice, each candi- 
date should therefore be required to fur- 
nish to the chairman of the Committee of 
Selection:

months' time. It will run from Vic 
toria lo Whatcom via San Juan, Orcas 
and dannini islands, and with two wires 
will give a service bv Whatcom and 
Vancouver with all points in the popu- 
lous portion of British Columbia, 
/Washington anil Oregon. This means 
that opportunity will be given the people 
of Victoria to converse with parties so 
far distant as Nelson, Iiessland. Grand

TIMES BUYS BOAT. 

When the Tacoma was at Hongkong 
the special correspondent of the 'London 
Times, the same gentleman who ren- 
dered such distinguished service to his 
.paper nnd to the reading world in the 
recent Chinese war, hail just completed 
the purchase nf a line big steamer, the 
Hai !Mun, about 2,000 tons register, to 
be used by the Times correspondents as 
a despatch boat in following the move- 
ments of the belligerent navies, and in 
mtiking quick connections between 
points unconnected by telegraph. Tie' 
Hai Muu is finely fitted up, ami the 
purchase is significant as indicating the 
earnestness with which the Thunderer 
tackles a suoject like a great inter- 
national war. The Hai Mun belonged 
to Missis. Douglas & Co., the well- 
known Oriental shipping owners. Sic 
started north on her new duties while 
the Tacoma was in Hongkong harbor. 

Available shipping is getting scarce in 
the Oriental sc. is. for the Japanese arc 
buying up everything that can lloal for 
transports. The well-known Japanese 
liner Tosu Mam, which has often l„.ci. 
a t the Victoria ocean docks, was one ol 
the transports the Tiicoina's otllcers saw 
steaming out of Moji harbor loaded 
with troops bound for tic Korean side. 
- .e Kngn A I am was also impressed 

into tl iltiolial service, and il was 

considered probable that tho lyn Mam. 
which had jus! arrived from Victoria, 
would also he taken for tins service. 

The big British steamer Uleugyle was 
another purchase ai short notice, and 
the captain of the steamer, Captain 
Darke, was a passenger home to Eng- 
land via the Tacoma. while his nfllcers 
and crew went home via the French 
mail route. 

The Japanese were maintaining their 
RIGID SCRUTINY 
of all vessels coming into Japanese 
waters, and it is now the regular thing 
to have a pilot handle the vessels al 
the Japanese ports on acocunt of the 
submarine mines. 

The Tacoma's officers had much to 
tell of the splendid reception given to 
the officers tunl crews of the two pur- 
chased Japanese cruisers which came 
■ nit from Genoa to Yokohama. Every 
" here Ho. streets were hung with Ian- 
terns, flags, ribbons and other decora- 
tions. 

i A passenger on the Tacoma was John 
Thornton, a time-expired United States 
bluejacket, who lias been serving on 
the Kentnclcv, flagship of Bear Admiral 
Robley D. Evans. Mr. Thornton says 
me American squadron in Chinese 
waters is pretty strong, nnd the men 
were, all wondering whether they should 
have the .pleasure of confronting n Eu- 
ropean combination and having for com- 
rades the British and Japanese. The 
sympathy of the American licet is 
strongly for the Japanese, whose deeds 
since the war opened have tilled Uncle 
Sam's gallant tars with enthusiastic 
admiration. Thornton said that so far 
as lie knew there was not a single white 
man employed in any capacity aboard 
the Japanese warships-. Speaking 
a bout the Japnncso gunnery, he said it 
was not so very wonderful after all. 
and would he found to contain about as 
many misses as were scored in the 
United States or British navies. Of 
course, ho said, they were getting lots 
of practice, nnd it standg to reason that 
before the end of this war -they will 
be wasting very few shots. They have 
guns on their ships equal to anything 
carried in any navy, and from what 
he saw of them at drill, they are

WHV YOU SNEEZE. 

Scientific Explanation of the Sternutla- 
tion Oft mi 'So Distressing. 

Sneezing is very common and per- 
haps few people realize how Impor- 
tant it is. In reality a sneeze is one 
of the body's greatest protective devices. 
The air pa.-sages Of the nose are lined 
by a very delicate and sensitive mem- 
brane. 'This membrane is formed of 
ciliated epithelial cells, whose millions 
of tiny arms, or cilia, always move with 
peculiar stroke in the direction of tho 
nostrils any small quantity of dust or 
other foreign matter which is thrown 
upon the surface. 

If, however, the foreign matter be o 
greater magnitude than dust, or if it be 
very irritant (as snuff, for instance) 
the movement of the cilia is too feeble 
to remove it. Then 11 message is sen 
to headquarters (the spinej cord) of th 
condition of things and the body pro 
ceeds to more drastic measures. A 
powerful message is sent to the muscles 
which control tho breathing— a message 
so peremptory as sometimes to inoiuen | 
tarily confuse them. After a few spas-, 
modic movements duo to this confusio 
tho muscles which expand the chest an 
those which increase its depth coutrac 
firmly, causing a great inrush of air- 
that is.' n deep breath — which is at onco, 
expelled into a violent rush through the 
nose,' clearing out the offending, par-, 
tides which were beyond the powers 08 
the industrious but not very powerfu 
ciliated cells. 

Sometimes the sneeze is due rather t 
an increased sensitiveness of the nerves 
going from the nasal membrane to th 
spinal cord than to an increase in th 
amount or tho irritating properties o 
the foreign matter drawn into the nose 
In either of theso cases the sneeze is" 
an effort of the body toward self-prcs 
ervntion— in the latter to eject an in 
vading substance with which the locn 
protectors are unable to cope, in th 
former to secure for the body an in 
creased, supnly of oxygen, and thereby 
to relieve the slight congestion which 
while present in the nasal membrane 
is not confined thereto, out is general 
throughout the mucous membrane o£ 

the body. •

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V.— "THE MARiSKId.'DAllSK." ■ , 
T DOUBT if . there has ever been a 
I song that lias had more power over 
I a people than the "Marseillaise.^ 
Carlyle says that the sound of it 
will make the blood tingle in men's Veins 
and whole armies and assemblages wli 
sing it "with eyes weeping and burning, 
with hearts delimit of death, despot, ant 
devil." That, of course, would hardly; 
be the ease-tin these quieter times of th 
new cmfilre? But it was very differen 
when an impetuous and excitable peopl 
were wrought up to fever heat amid 
wild scenes of bloodshed and warfar 
in their own streets— when women wer 
"lighting with the ferocity of will 
beasts, and the heavy-laden tnmbrilg 
-were rolling on day after day towards 
the scaffold." 

The power of the song during tho 
frightful days of the first French revo 
lution was indeed almost incredible 
Klopstock, the poet, declared that i5 
had caused the death of 50,000 Ger 
mans.

and spread a second time desolation and 
carnage over half the nations of Eu 
rope." The government forbade its be- 
ing played or sung for many years; 
and curiously enough it is not man 
years since the Russian government in 
sued a decree to the same effect. 1 
all reminds me of Heine's French drum 
mer, who could 1101 speak German, bu 
"could make himself more intelligihl 
with bis drum." If Heine said he di 
no know whet the word "liberte" meant 
lie drummed the "Marseillaise." and th 
poet understood hi in. 

Now what of the history of this epoch- 
making song? The authorship and com- 
position was the result of a single inspir- 
ation: for, as tho story goes, both Words 
and music were written in one night 
without any previous sketching out or 
subsequent elaboration. The author and 
■composer was Itougct de Lisle, an en- 
gineer captain, who had at one time 
been a teacher of music. As the son 
of Royalist parents, and himself belong- 
ing -to -the ■Constitutional party, De Lisle 
declined to take the oath of the Con- 
stitution abolishing the Crown; be was 
therefore dejirived of bis military rank, 
denounced and imprisoned, only to es- 
cape after the fall of Robespierre. Ho 
appears to have been greatly admired 
among his associates for his poetical and 
musical gifts. 

Illis most intimate friend was or. j 
Baroii Dietrich, the mayor of Slrasbur-' I 
One evening in the early part of 17'.K2, 
De Lisle -as a guest tit the table o | 
this family. The Baron's resources, w 
read, had been so much reduced by| 
the necessities and calamities of Wa 
that nothing better than garrison brea 
and a few slices of bam could be pro 
vidotl for dinner. Dietrich smiled sadly 
at his friend; and. lamenting the scan 
tiness of his fare, declared that be woiildi 
bring forth the last remaining bottle^ 
of Lthiiie wine in bis cellar if he thought 
it would help to inspire De Lisle in 
tin. composition of a patriotic song. The 
ladies signified their approval, and sent 
for the last bottle of wine the bouse 
could boast of. After dinner De Lisle 
in a lit of enthusiasm, composed the 
words and music of the song which has 
immortalized his name: 
"Ye sons of Franco, awake to glory! 

Hark! hark! what myriads bid you rise 
Your children, wives, and grttlldsirCJ 
hoary, 

Heboid their tears and hear their cries 
Shall lawless tyrants, mischief breeding 

With hireling hosts, a ruffian band, 

A n'ricrln nn, I desolate the land, _ 
While peace and liberty lie bleeding? 

To arms, to arms, ye brave! 

The patriotic sword unsheathe! 
March on, inarch on, all hearts resolved 

Oil liberty or death." 

The next morning he hurried with 1 
to the house of bis friend Dietrich 
where it was sung for the first tint 
amid Intense enthusiasm. A few dayj 
it was publicly sung in Strasburg, and 
it was subsequently performed at M111- 
seillcs with so much effort that it wa 
lit once printed and distributed to th 
troops starting for Paris. It was th 
incident of this latter performance flint 
secured the present title for the song, 
die iLlsle himself having thrst called it a 
"('haul dit Combat de l'Arinee tin Rhin. 
Tho troops entered the capita) on Jn.y 
B0, ITDi!. singing the inspiriting melody 
and to i!s strains they marched to the 



attack on the Tuileries 011 August 10 
From that day tho "Chant du Comluit' 
was called "Chanson dea Marseillaise, 
and finally "La Marseillaise"— a nam 
which has often led to confusion in re 
gard to the scene of its birth. 

As originally printed, the "Murseil 
lalse" consisted of six couplets only 
the seventh was added when the sou. 
was dramatized for the Fete of tli 
'Federation, in order to complete th 
characters— an old mun, a soldier, a wife 
and a child — among whom the verses 
were distributed, De Lisle had boon 
cashiered for having expressed disap 
proval o.f the events of August 10, an 
wns then in prison, from which be wa 
only released after the full of llooes 
pierre, on July 2S, 170-1. In theso ilr 
enmstances Dubois, editor of the Joj.-ual 
do Litterattiie, was asked to supply 
stanza for the child, and n fin - ) verse 
beginning "Jfous entrenous dans la cat 
riere," came from his pea. 

Oddly enough, poor Dietrich, the maj- 
or of Strasburg, walked to the scaffol 
accompanied by the strains of the song; 
he bad directly helped into being. A 
for Be Lisle, escaping, as we have seen, 
after the full of Robespierre, he ente-e 
the army again; made Hie campaign 
La Vendee under General Bloelie; wa 
wounded, and at length wont into pi i 
racy at Montaign (his birthplace), wii--"' 
lie remained n poor, lonely, broken-bear; 
ed man until the second restoration, ili 
family bad some little property atnon 
them, but a brother seems to b:p"i take 
advantage of the composer, and I>° Lis.ei 
was forced to go to Paris, whor* 1 only, 
a small pension, granted by L'„*ui 
XVIII. and continued by Louis Philippe 
prevented hlin from starving. He pass 
ed away in a friend's house at Choisy 
ie-Roi on June 27, 1836, being then 
in his seventy-sixth year. At that pine 
a statue was eretod to bis mcmorv ia 
1892, the centenary of the birth o' "Ln 
Marseillaise." 

Those who know the "M'arseillnise' 
know how thoroughly it accords w'lU 
the spirit of the country which claim 
it us a national air. It may not b 
strictly true, as an English writer ha 
contended, thai "none but a Frenc 
patriot could easily seize bold of th 
melody." Rut certainly it is; quite 1.11 
likely that anyone hut a French patrio 
would have written it. Anil yet, strung 
to say. it was once seriously asserted 
that the tune had been taken from 
derma 11 hymn! As soon might we look! 
for evidence of Bach having borrow,' 
from a French composer te help out hi 
settings of the Passion as look to tli 
'Fatherland for the oriirin of such a fiery 
sparkling piece of patriotism in music 
as the French republican song. it ' 
too absurd to tell ns. as they do, tun 
there are Gerinnn national songs i 
which several musical phrases of 'h 
"Marseillaise" are found. Of cons 
there arc! Hut we are no inure on thn 
account to conclude thai Itouget -.1 
Lisle was guilty of plagiarism than we 
nre to charge our poets with sieulin 
from one another because they hav 
said practically the same things about 
nature, ami man. and ivoma,n, ai.il wine 
The musical scab' is limited, and ih'v_ 
who set themselves to 'a in fer "CO™ 
cidences" among the coniposjs have as 
surcilly nut to go far to ili 1 .
